MISS SPENCER'S ESSAY. 


Aims ana Objects of a New Church 


Society. 


At the meeting of the Young People's 


Musical and Literary Society of the Uni- 
versalist church, held Wednesday night, 
the following easaj was read by Miss 
Stella Spencer: 


AIMS AND OIUKCTS OF THIS SOCIETY. 


To me has been assigned a brief discussion of 


"The Aims and Objects ol this Society." This 
Is important. In the language of that cele- 
brated patriot and statesman, Mr. Flanagan, ol 
Texas, we ought to know "What we are here 
for." H u e have no distinct object in view, we 
ought not to waste our valuable time with this 
meeting; lor time is the most precious of ail 
things. Somewhere I have heard of a dying 
millionaire who offered his great fortune for 
just a little time, hut there was none on sale. 
His millions could not redeem a wasted moment. 


This Society is an outgrowth ol the Missionary 


Society of the Uhiversalist church. As a mis- 
sionary society, it is aimed to be helpful—help- 
ful to ourselves, helpful to the ehurcli, which is 
intended to be helpful to humanity in general 
and especially to this community. 


We aim to have an attractive program which 


will prove a musical and literary stimulus to the 
young people of this church, and others who 
attend and participate in these meetings. By 
persistently insisting upon each and every one 
taking his or her place on the program, and de- 
ing the best that can be done under the circum- 
stances, we stimulate this intellectual activity. 


U is our aim to investigate, from time to time, 


and keep on the right siaeoi moral questions; 
to occasionally touch ou the leading and most 
important social, religious and political topics 
of the day; to keep in view as far as possible 
and bring to the notice of the members of this 
Society and the community, the choicest and 
latest literature ol the times; to induce, if pos- 
sible, all the members of this organization, 
young and old, to talk, write, or at least think 
about the tilings that will assist us in making 
the best success of life here and hereafter; to 
do something toward the moral, social, iutel- 
lertual and religious development ot our young 
people. 


It IH especially our design to provide a place 


where the people of Decatur, regardless of their 
religious affiliations, can 
meet on common 


ground anil briefly exchange thonght In a 
frank and friendly manner on the interesting 
subjects of the day. Under this head we insist 
most earnestly that the running comment or 
discussion must not fall on three of four, but 
that all should be ready and willing to express 
their sentiments freely upon the topic under 
consideration. All must feel perfectly at home 
in this meeting. 


In time we expect to take hold of more ad" 


vauced topics. Many subjects have already 
been suggested to the committee on program; 
among these is Kdward Bellamy's "Looking 
Backward," which Is the leading work on Na- 
tionalism, "Capital Punishment," "Dress lie- 
form," "Should there be a National Divorce 
Law'.'" "Does it I'.iy to Sow Wild Oats?" "Is 
Orthodoxy on the Decline'.'" 


It Is aimed, however, to select such topics as 


will be most readily discussed by the younger 
people. 
All should feel free to suggest any 


question which they think will be of Interest to 
the society. 


Wliile this organization is known as the 


runny Pmj,!, 's Missionary Society, It should be 
bun,e in mind that we welcome all to member- 
ship who have enougU youthful vigor to attend 
and participate in the meetings. We do not 
estimate age by years. Sonic there are who, 
while young in years, are old In fact. There are 
others, over whose heads forty or fifty summers 
have lightly passed, such as Brothers Bunn and 
Smith and Sister Gibb, who are in fact younger 
than many others ol half their years. 


ijuite a number who have attended the meet- 


ings and who ought to be active members, have 
neglected to hand in their names to be added to 
the roll of membership. 


The membership fee is only 25 cents a year.
